Proponed new form of diovcruiitunl 


for (lie District. 


The committee on the district have agrcet 


to report in favor of abolishing tho proseiv 
form of government. They do not fee 
confident that they can perfect a plan oJ 
government before adjournment, though 
they are hard at work. A plan under discus- 
sion gives tho President executive power, 
puts the assessment tuxes in the Interim 
Department and tlio collection of tho sumo 
in the Treasury Department, nikl the caro 
of streets, forts and improvements, in 
charge of engineers, an auditing commis- 
sion to determine all indebtedness.
